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MURPHY POINTS 
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Dr. John B. Murphy charged that 3 per 
cent of the deaths from cancer are due 
to the inability of surgeons to diagnose 
the disease. He read a paper before the 
Chicago Medical society in the Marshall 
Field annex last night. He said statis- 
tice compiled from autopsies after death 
by cancer showed that the cancerous 
growth was only a local lesion which 
might have been eliminated by operation 
and the patient's life saved. 

Out of 10,215 cases on which autopsies 
have been held,“ Dr. Murphy said, “ it 
was found that the lesion or cancer was 
local and could have been cured by opera- 
tion. In these cases the doctor failed to 
find that the disease was present and the 
patient died. 

Obligation to Profession. 

“Tt is our obligation to make proper 
diagnosis. It is our duty to become 
familiar with thie disease and remove it 
before it has gone far enough to be 
deadly. 

Dr. H. R. Gaylord of the University of 
Buffalo research laboratory, Whose work 
in ferreting out the causes of cancer has 
become widely known, said that cancer is 
infectious and ise caused by a filterable 
virus which works on the membranes 
and glands. 

In experiments with mice,” Dr. Gay- 
lord said, “we have found that cancer 
can be traneferred from one mouse to 
another and that the infection in one 
mouse is sufficient to infect ten others. 


“Possible to Cure Cancer.“ 

“Tt is possible to cure cancer if the 
growth is removed before the patient has 
lost the normal immunity. By removing 
three-fourths of the infection the syetem 
in ordinary cases will throw off the rest 
of the disease. 

“X-ray and radium treatments have 
aided in some cases, but in many more 
the treatment has been overdone and the 
patient left in a worse condition than 
before.” 

Public Is Warned. 

In discussing Dr. Gaydord’s paper Dr. 
Robert Zeit took exception to the i 
tious and parasitic theory, asserting 
in his observations cancer was ° 
tary. Dr. B. W. Sippy traced the cue 
of cancer to lesiong.in the lips, face, or 
stomach. :

LONDON, Nov. 12, 12:55 a. m.—The t- 
tle British torpedo gunboat Niger, which 
was built twenty-two years ago and has 
has been used as a tender, is the latest vic- 
tim of a German submarine. 

The Niger was torpedoed yesterday 
morning in the Downs north of the Straits 
of Dover and foundered immediately. 

The officers and crew were saved. 


Admiralty Announces Loss. 

The admiralty, in announcing the lose 
of the ship, says: 

“ The Niger, LA. Commander Arthur T. 
Muir, was torpedoed this morning (Nov. 
11) in the Downs. All the officersand the 
crew of seventy-seven were saved. Four 
men were injured.” 

The Niger was built in 1892. It had a 
displacement of 810 tons and was 230 feet 
long. Its armament consisted of two 4.7 
inch guns, four 30 pounders, one machine 
gun, and three 18 inch torpedo tubes. Its 
speed was 19.2 knots per hour.

„During the afternoon a German aero- 
plane was captured, uninjured. - On the 
second, on our left, the pressure still was 
kept up towards Ypres, and at first our 
une was once more forced back, but it was 
restored towards evéning by a vigdrous 
advance carried out in codperation with 
the French. 

More to the, south, the Germans ad- 
vanced in force, but were checked. Still 
further towards our right a hostile attack 
in the neighborhood of Armantieres met 
with the same fate. On our extreme 
right several assaults were repulsed, 
though at one or two points the Germans 
cained ground slightly, obtaining pos- 
session of Neuve Chapelle. 

The inundation around Nieuport had 
by this day reached the enemy’s trenches, 
and it is stated that two heavy guns and 
some field artillery had to be abandoned 
in the mud. 

“South of the river there were some 
minor attacks against our trenches, which 
were beaten off. It seemed that the vio- 
lence of the German efforts was abating. 
even the cannonade being in some places 
less heavy than it had been.“ 


BRITAIN CALLS ON AMERICA 
TO UPHOLD MONROE DOGMA. 


Notifies United States First of Vio- 
lations of Neutrality by Latin 
Countries in Aiding Germany. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.] 
—Charges by Great Britain that certain 
South American governments are failing 
to prevent violations of their neutrality, 
committed in the interests of the Ger- 
man forces, have served to develop 
further responsibilities regarded by other 
governments as resting upon the United 
States, because of its adherence to the 
Monroe doctrine. 

It became known today that the British 
government, instead of bringing directly 
to the attention of the South American 
governments concerned its charges with 
regard to the observance of strict neu- 
trality, spoke first to the United States 
government. 

The suggesticn was made that, recog- 
nizing the peculiar position the United 
States occupies with regard to the for- 
eign affairs of many Latin-American gov- 
ernments, it seemed fitting that the at- 
tention of the United States should first 
be called to the alleged violations of neu- 
trality. 

Furthermore, it was strongly pointed 
out that the United States government 
should take it upon itself to call to the 
attention of the South American govern- 
ments the alleged violations referred to 
by the British. with a view to having them 
stopped. 

The inference was plain that if the Unit- 


ed States did not care to do this the Britin 


would feel free to proceed directly in the 

matter. But the British suggested that 

perhaps it would better suit the conven- 

jence of the United States and also avoid 

any possible irritation if the United States 

rather than Great Britain should act first.

ITALY TAXES YANKEE SHIPS; 
U. S. WILL FILE A PROTEST. 


Action Held Discrimination Against 
American Shipping—Heavy De- 
posits Demanded. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.] 
— What appears to be discrimination 
against American shipping by the Italian 
government in violation of its treaty ob- 
ligations to the United States was report- 
ed to the state department today by the 
American line. 

The Italian consul general at New York, 
according to the representations of the 
American line, has served notice that ali 
American ships carrying passengers to 
Italian ports must deposit 20,000 lira for 
the vessel and a further sum of 100 lira 
per passenger with the agents of the Bank 
of Naples in New York. Italian vessels 
are not required to make such deposits. 

The only possible aim of such a regula- 
tion, it is claimed by the American line 
officials, is to grant Italian ships a monop- 
oly of the Mediterranean shipping. 

In view of the administration’s present 
cesire to promote an American merchant 
marine the state department will enter a 
vigorous protest with the Italian govern- 
ment against this discrimination.

It is considered certain that with the 
enormous forces required for the effort to 
get through to the coast and to protect 
their own country from Russian invaaion 
the Germans will mot be able to throw any 
additional troops into the lines which 
stretch through northern France and 
along the Franco-German border. 

On the other hand, the French, whose 
army is growing daily, might attempt an 
offensive against Lorraine or Alsace asa 
diversion which would relieve the pres- 
sure in the west. 


French Official Statement. 

The latest statement by the French 
war ministry said: 

“The enemy has continued all day his 
efforts of yesterday without accomplish- 
ing any new result. He has directed 
against Lombaertzyde a counter attack, 
which has been repulsed, and has made 
vain attempts to debouch from Dixmude 
on the left bank of the Tser.“ . 

The earlier statement said: 

“The fighting was resumed yesterday 
morning between Nieuport and the Lys, 
with a great degree of severity. Generally 
speaking, our front was maintained in 
spite of the violence and the strength of 
the German attacks. To the north of 
Nieport we were able to reoccupy Lom- 
baertzyde and advance beyond this town, 
but toward the end of the day the Ger- 
mans succeeded in taking possessfon of 
Dixmude. 

On the rest of the front the general 
situation shows no change, with the ex- 
ception of slight progress by our forces 
to the north of Soissons and in the region 
to the west of Vailly, on the right bank 
of the Alsne.“ 


Berlin Is Optimistic. 

BERLIN, Nov. 11.—The significance of 
the latest official reports concerning the 
situation in the western arena of hostili- 
ties is increased favorably, in the opinion 
of German critics, by the fact that the 
words good advances’ are used in re- 
ferring to the conflict in the Argonnes. 


AMERICANS MUST BE O. K.’D. 


Germany to Insist on Passports Be- 
ing Carried by Yankees Who 
Cross Dutch Border. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—A wireless dispatch

way. 


On “Dumdum Commission.” 
It was a sunny autumn day when the 
dumdum wounds were photographer in 
the courtyard of the convent of Our Lady 


in the Belgian town of Chimay, where 


Froissart, the chronicler, died 500 years 
ago. The soldiers who had made a good

Sees Dumdum Wounds. 

A statue of the virgin looked down on

German surgeons and an officer ad- 
justed a large camera beside the cot of 
one of the soldiers. Very slowly and with 
infinité patience, so as to give the soldier 
as little pain as possible, the intricate 
bandages were removed from his right 
thigh and leg. The sight revealed was 
too horrible for explicit description, as 
well as too difficult, for who can find ade- 
quate words for a wound that changes 
human fiesh to the aspect of a mass of 
raw beef—torn, blasted, ripped apart? 

This wound was a typical dumdum 
wound in the clean entrance hardly 
larger than a pea, the exit gaping and 
ragged, and so large that you could have 
placed a hen's egg in it. 

A major at Louvain gave a good de- 
scription of these wounds. Here,“ he 
said, the small entrance and there a 
foot away the bullet comes out like a 
great mushroom.” 

Seeing such a sight one heartily echoes 
the words of the eminent surgeon, Dr. 
Fischer, head of the military hospital at 
Laon in France.

King Albert of Belgium a Hero of All Europe.

Cesar Praised Belgians. 

In the light of the current praise of Bel- 
gium it is interesting to read again the 
comments of one of the bravest generals 
who ever lived, Julius Cesar. When I 
was in Italy and was struggling with the 
language I said one day that with a fair 
knowledge of Latin Italian was as easy 
as English. A friend brought out a vol- 
ume of Cesar and said, Let's see how 
well you remember your Latin,.“ and I 
started translating De Bello Gallico.” 

Soon we were both interested hunting 
down remarks about the Belgians end the 
Germans. In one place Julius Cesar 
writes that he considers the Belgians the 
bravest of all the Gauls, and for his chief 
reason he gives because they are always 
fighting their neighbors, the Germans. 
He says that the Belgians alone have de- 
fended their country against the Teutons, 
who have devastated all of Gaul, and 
“they yield nothing to an enemy, and, 
well aware of their skill in military arts, 
they are brave and proud beyond all na- 
tions.’’ 


Cites German “Treachery.” 

In the Gallic wars he speaks again, with 
that simplicity and decision which is quite 
lost on the third year high school trans- 
ators, of the crimes of the Germans, of 
their treachery and cruelty. He ends by 
saying: 

“Whereupon the Germans (although 
supposed to be allies), following their cus-

tom, threw themselves on the ground, 
disemboweled the horses, and killed a

through ruses and treagon.” 

It one can believe even a part of the 
stories which one reads and has related to 
one of barbarity, firing on ambulances, 
faise uniforms and lying information, this 
general in the fifty-eecond year before 
Christ was not so very far removed from 
modern judgment of the Teutons. 


A German Woman's Plea.“ 

Even the women in Germany seem to 
have joined the ranke of the barbarians. 
For a note taken from the pocket of a sol- 
dier wounded at Berry-le-Bac was writ- 
ten by his wife. After various bits of 
news and prayers for his safety, she end- 
ed: “I hope that you will spare neither 
women nor children!“ The soldier was 
taken to a town near Bordeaux, where he 
was tended, and it was there that a doctor 
took the note from his pocket and re- 
turned it to the wife in Germany with the 
word:: Madame: This note was found 
in the pocket of your husband, who was 
wounded, but is now receiving every care 
and attention at the hospital for pris- 
oners.”’ 

And it is more than probable that the 
German woman did not recognize this 
“beau geste, as they call it—pretty 
gesture of retailation—which wae all a 
Frenchman could say. 


Germans’ Captives Suffer. 

In Germany the prisoners and wounded 
are being made subjects of a rabid pro- 
German movement. Under a pretext of 
humanity and kindness, the papers an- 
nounce that all French prisoners are be- 
ing supplied with newspapers written in 
French telling about the war and home. 
One of these newspapers, which was 
brought back by an escaped prisoner, 
turns out to be columns of vituperation 
against ngland, letters of gratitude, pre- 
sumably false, from French prisoners, 
and such news as is given puts at a max- 
Imum the number of French dead and 
wounded, and ite reports of battles are 
enough to discourage even the most op- 
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timistic French heart.

Heights of Misar Taken.

Through this the en- 
emy's left wing was squeezed, losing nu- 
merous prisoners. 

The enemy retreated and was com- 
pelled toevacuate the strongly entrenched 
line between Misar and Planina. Strong 
hostile rear guards are resisting in pre- 
viously prepared defensive positions. 

“ Our advance east and on Losnitz and 
Kroupani is proceeding sucecssfully, de- 
apite the stubborn resistance of the en- 
emy’s reaf guards. The heights to the 
eastward of Javuaka are already in our 
possession. So far as is known we have 
captured in the engagements between the

sixteen machine guns, twenty-eight guns, 
one flag, many caissons, and much am- 
munition.” 


Germans Badly Beaten. 

The Germans, according to Petrograd 
dispatches, have suffered a more serious 
defeat on the East Prussian border than 
the official statements have disclosed. 

Advices from the Russian capital today 
state that in the recent fighting there the 
Russians have captured more than 20,000 
prisoners, together with quantities of 
guns and munitions. 

The Russian advance in Poland, which 
has been at the rate of fourteen miles 
daily, has astonished the military ex- 
perts, and it is not surprising to hear that 
they are picking up many foot sore end 
weary German stragglers. This advance 
of horse, foot, and artillery has continued 
for many days. 

In Galicia the Ruesians continue to push 
the Austrians back, but the Austriansare 
having their revenge along the Servian 

rder, which they threaten to cross in 

n endeavor to crush Servia before Rus- 
sia can come to its assistance. 


Many German Officers Lost. 

PARIS, Nov. 11.—A Havas agency dis- 
patch from Petrograd says: 

“It is estimated here that during the 
recent fighting in East Prussia the Ger- 
mans lost 70 per cent of their officers. 
From Oct. 23 to Nov. 5 the total Russian 
captures amounted to 323 officers, 21,750 
soldiers, four mortars, 52 cannon, 62 
quickfirera and a large amount of muni- 
tions of war, including a quantity of pro- 
visions.

Do you know I'd really like to give a 
deme to one of those poor little tots over 
there.” 

Two Orphans in Home. 

Miss Bartelme and her sister already 
have two orphaned girls in their house- 
pold—children for whom they have been 
aring for some years. 

“0, let's do it, answered one of these 
foster daughters, let's take a tiny 
by. a 
Miss Bartelme smiled. 

„Rather,“ she replied, we will take 
two Dabies—a brother and sister. They 
ap grow up together; they can serve 
1 playmates for each other and it will 
— as easy for us to bring up two 
u one.’ 

We went on with our plans in a 
rather serious manner,” Miss Bartelme 
aplained yesterday, and we became 
very much interested in the subject of 
delping the war orphans, but at the time 
we did not dream that just such a move- 
ment as THE TRIBUNE has started would 
parallel our idea. 


Praises the Movement. 

“I do think it is a splendid movement. 
It will be good for the children and good 
for our homes. I do not say that my 
Aster and I could take babies for care 
immediately, but we are serious in our 
desire to have not one but two or three. 
We'd rather have three than one if it is 
not possible to take two. We would like 
a brother and sister. If we cannot find 
a brother and sister we would take two 
sisters and a brother or vice versa. 

“There are many who believe that al- 
ready we have enough children in the 
institutions of America to supply the 
needs of the families who may want to 
uke a child into their homes. That 
u true, in numbers, but in my years of 
aperienee in placing children I have 
fund that many would-be parents are 
wiling to take a child out of a home 
when they hesitate to take one out of 
. institution. 


Children Not Foundlings. 

“The majority of the children in this 
country who may be adopted are found- 
lings. Most of them are of illegitimate 
birth. It is unfait, unjust, and unkind 
that the quality of birth should enter 
into the question from the viewpoint of 
the child, for the average foundling 
Measures up to quite as high a standard 
asthe child of more fortunate parentage, 
but that does not take away the fact that 
ninety out of one hundred applicants 
for children consider it an important fac- 
tor in adoption. 

“Most of the 
children of the 


war orphans are as the 
homes into which they 
will be taken. They bring with them no 
direct possible visitation of the sine 
ofthe fathers.“ This may be a narrow 
int of view when placed by the side 
ofhumanitarianism, but the view exists.“ 


Story of Four Orphans. 
There are few in Chicago who know the 
Story of the hungry and fatherless as in- 
Umately as Miss Bartelme. 
Perhaps just here it may not be amiss 
to tell the story of four little orphaned 
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German girls which has come to Chicago 
by letter. Two former Chicago women— 
Miss Lillian Weaver and Miss Lou Pattee 
~for many years have maintained a 
American girls in Munich. 
Many Chicago girls from fashionable 


A families have been among their students. 


At the outbreak of the war Miss Weaver 


= Was in America, and when the resulting 


nditions closed the schools Miss Pattee 
found herself- alone with a home for 
%phans rather than a school for fashion- 
thie young women. With the other Amer- 
tan women in Munich she joined in the 
Work of relief and almost immediately 
Was asked to take four friendlees little 
Huis of the age of 7. 

The night they came Miss Pattee tucked 
them into ito their beds and took th took them under

ARRESTED. MOST 


Report on Crime Shows Em- 
igrant Less Often in 
Toils of Law. 


MANY BOYS IN TOILS. 


The native American and not the im- 
migrant is responsible for most of the 
crime in Chicago, according to the report 
of Miss Edith Abbott, investigator for the 
city council crime commilesion, made pub- 
lic yesterday. 

Migs Abbott's report covere more than 
100 typewritten pages and deals with 
statistics relating to the social status of 
offenders and conditions in the county jail 
and other penal institutions in the city. 
The long array of figures contained in the 
report were gleaned from the records of 
the police and of the various courts. 

“That our immigrants form the crim- 
inal element of population,“ reads the 
survey, is clearly a myth which has had 
a hardy survival owing to our desire to 
shift the responsibility for our own faults. 


Poor People Convicted. 

No facts have been found to substan- 
tiate it. The record of the immigrant is, 
in fact, very much bette rthan the statis- 
tics show. The great majority of al! 
those arrested are poor people, and the 
poorer they are the more liable they are 
to conviction, since they have neither the 
money to employ able counsel nor intelli- 
gence enough to understand how to pre- 
sent their own defense. 

Figures show that the native Ameri- 
can commits the more serious crimes, and 
this undoubtedly explains why the per- 
centage of foreign born in the state penl- 
tentiary is proportionately much less 
than the percentage of American born. 
The Chicago police statistics show there 
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is no appreciable difference between the 
proportion of immigrant offenders when 
the statistics for felonies and misde- 
meanors are considered separately.“ 


Youth a Big Factor. 

As to the age of offenders, the report 
shows that in Chicago the great major- 
ity of persons charged with crimes or 
misdemeanors are adult males between 
the ages of 20 and 40. Thus 89 per cent 
of the arrested persons were males, and 
69.2 per cent of the total number of males 
arrested were between the ages of 20 anc 
40. 

It is important to note ,however, that 
a large number of boys under 20 years 
of age were arrested. Last year more 
than 12,000 boys between the ages of 16 
and 20 were arrested. It will be seen that 
youth is an important factor in crime and 
disorder. Thus 12.7 per cent were under 
20 years of age, 57.7 per cent under 30, 
and 81.9 per cent under 40 years of age. 
It appears also that a large proportion of 
women arrested were under 40 years of 
age. A larger proportion of the men than 
the women were charged with serious 
crimes.” 


Why Women Are Arrested. 

In summarizing the report Miss Abbott 
wrote: 

In 1913 nearly nine-tehths of those 
arrested were men. The women wereer- 
rested for less serious offenses. The great 
majority of those arrested are young per- 
sons. In 1013 87 per cent of the women 
arrested were charged with the different 
forms of disorderly conduct, including of- 
fenses against the public morals. More 
than a third were charged with soliciting 
or being inmates of houses. 

In 80 far as the statistics relative to 
conjugal condition may be trusted be- 
cause of the insufficiency of evidence, 
they seem to indicate that a majority of 
persons arrested are unmarried and that 
the great majority are poor persons.“ 

The report on the penal institutionsand 
county jail declares conditions to be con- 
siderably improved over a number of 


years ago.

OFFICIAL FUTILITY. | 

In a letter published in the Voice of the People 
Ald. Merriam corrects our information as to his 
part in the check upon the south shore plan now 
existing. The objection of Ald. Merriam and Ald. 
Kimball lies only to that part of the plan which 
runs along Jackson park, which of course does not 
include the section covered by the so-called south 
shore agreement settling the rights of the IIlinois 
Central railroad, etc. It appears also that not one 
blanket permit, but separate permits, cover these 
two sections of the shore, and that the permit for 
the Illinois Central section could be applied for with- 
out affecting the Jackson park controversy. 

On the other hand, the south park authorities 
take the position that the south park section of the 
improvement cannot be considered apart from the 
section to the north, and that the permits should 
be obtained together. There are said to be finan- 
cial and engineering reasons why the southern sec- 
tion should be improved first. 

Between these contending claims Tue TRIBUNE 
is not concerned to judge. Let us concede that Ald. 
Merriam and Ald. Kimball are responsible only 
for the check upon the Jackson park section of the 
plan. Let us concede also that the commissioners 
are right in going after that part of the plan first. 

Where does that leave the plan? Just where we 
started. Just where it was nearly two years ago. 

While the aldermen and the commissioners 
square off at each other the city waiting for this 


great improvement cools its heels at the ringside. 


What Tun Trrevne is interester] in is results, not 
shades or shares of blame. What Tun Trisune 
sees clearly is a great public improvement neglect- 
ed by official paralysis or rank indifference. 

This is the reductio ad absurdum of government, 
this alternate squabbling and inaction. Are the 
mayor, the aldermen, the south park commission- 
ers futile nobodies or spoiled children that they 
cannot get together, settle the differences of detail, 
reach au agreement and go to Washington with u 
Z plan? 

All of these officials represent one community. 
If they cannot uniie in the interest of the com- 
munity they are unfit to serve in their respective 
offices. Where is the “I will,” the We will” 
spirit we brag about? Are we degenerate sons of 
Chicago, that we can do nothing but potter and 
wrangle over such a project as the south shore 
plan? 
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SUBMARINES AND THE NAVY. 


The spectacular feat of U-9 has so impressed the 
imagination of civilians that a large appropriation 
for submarines for our own navy probably would be 
approved by the American public. It is rumored 
that the president will oppose projects for a large 
increase of our building plans, and in such circum- 
stances the items which seem to have popular 
favor back of them are likely to be given undue 
consideration. The result in such case is the neglect 
of elements of the navy of which laymen do not 
know the importance. A collier, for instance, is 
not so interesting as a submarine, but it is as es- 
sential, or more, to naval efficiency. . To build a 
lot of submarines and leave our fleet without mec- 
essary auxiliary ships and without trained men 
wmnough to man the ships we have may gain for 
eengressmen a little cheap credit from their unin- 
formed constituencies, but it is not bettering the 
navy and it is giving the public a wholly unjusti- 
fied sense of security. 

The navy and the army should be developed on 
consistent lines, laid down not by amateurs and 
ignoramuses in congress, but by the best expert 
opinion available. We should have a policy and a 
program both for the navy and the army which, Yol- 
lowed year after year, will build and extend and 
maintain the national defenses without unneces- 
gary waste, competently and with efficient co- 
ordination of all services. : 

It may be that submarines are destined to do 
away with dreadnoughts. There has been no dem- 
onstration of this so far in the operations, al- 
though the effectiveness of the submarine as an 
arm of the navy of growing importance may be 
conceded. But there is as yet no warrant for 
building submarines at the expense of other im- 
portant elements of defense. 

Our submarine program for the year is base! 
on authorization for eight new units, including one 
of not less than twenty knots speed. The plans 
for this fleet submarine are now done, and they 
provide for a most formidable craft, twice the size 

of the largest now in «ommission in our navy, 
eee eee 
@ surface speed as fast as our swiftest destroyers. 

It may be that our best naval opinion will re-- 
fs md a larger proportion of submarines than is 
: eee by such building program as we Have. But

n democracy be incompetent, wasteful, and inef- 
fectual, even where the national life may he staked 
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themselves much as the people they represent, get- 
ting at compromises which will represent in law the 
adjustment of many opinions to one purpose. And 
they get at it in about the manner a massmeeting 
might get at it. 
This process, being essentially human, will not be 
essentially rational, but it need not be essential'y 
and willfully careless. To the end that it shall not 
be, determined efforts have been made to introduce 
system and prevent gross errors. These efforts 
will be renewed ind the forthcoming session, and 
they ought to have support. 
It has suited the controlling legislative disposition 
to have laws come out of chaos. This extrava- 
gant term actually describes better than any other 
the condition of the legislature in the closing days 
when a majority of the bills are passed. 

To have roll é¢all upon roll call when a majority 
of the legislators do not know the merits or de- 
merits of the bills upon which they express judgment 
fits in with the idea of control. The delay permits 
bargaining and control of votes. To permit legis- 
lation to proceed gradually would be to release hold 
upon controlling factors. Men are interested in 
the bills they have introduced. The governing 
management of the legislature fuses all these inter- 
ests into a majority, which passes the bills in which 
it is interested, and it accomplishes the fusion by 
delaying enactment until it can take yotes out of 
every man who wants a bill passed. 

This is a convenient process. All the processes 
are convenient. Otherwise they would not be in 
force. The process reformers are working against 
every legislative instinct, and they will need all 
the support that can be given them. 

We'll never be wholly rational in legislation, but 
we might easily be more sensible. 


“THE INDRA. 


With a distinct sympathy for the emotions which 
would be involved, we have been waiting for the 
inevitable appearance of che persons to whom the 
Teutonic war would come as a long established fact, 
eutting the entire ground out from under their feet 
Somewhere, it was inevitable, there were persons 
no remote from intelligence of the world’s daily 
events that tne European eatastrophe would de- 
velop and Yall without their knowledge of cause or 
consequence. 

There were, in the civil war, instances of this, 
when whalers gone two years found themselves 
captured by confederate cruisers before they knew 
that the north Mas at war with the south. That, 
however, was merely a war, and not the collapse of 
the world, The largest shock of emotions cer- 
tainly was coming to the men, wherever they might 
be, who had broken touch with news when Eu- 
rope was at peace and returned to it when Europe 
was all in arms, 

This expected phenomenon has been revealed in 
the case of the German square rigged ship, the 
Indra, which cleared from the Chilean port of 
Taltal with a cargo of nitrate in June, and which, 
speaking a Swedish tramp ship late in August, 
learned that the world had caved in. 

If there have been any thrills in this war the 
Indra got them. It is now in New York harbor, 
after a voyage which warms the cockles of the 
heart of the romantic New York Sun, a sentimental 
publication, rejoicing that the greatest individual 
romance of the war should have befallen, not a

ship. 

Romance claimed its own when the Indra spoke 
the Swedish tramp, and, as the Sun says, Conrad 
never imagined anything stranger than the sensa- 
tions which prevailed on the Indra or anything 
stranger than its subsequent adventures In sailing 
the seas and eluding capture. 

The supreme shock of the century was on the 
Indra.

OUR NEW SUBMARINE. 
{From the New York Times.! 
A submarine nearly twice the size of the best 


> 


now in our navy, with a speed under water three 
times greater, and the swiftness and capacity on 
the surface of the largest destroyer, will be a 
welcome addition to our water defenses. 
The efficiency in war of submarines is no longer 
a matter of doubt, and the recent marine oper- 
ations in European waters have tended to justify 
the opinion of many naval experts that the sub- 
marine boats of this type are to be more useful 
in warfare than the dreadnought. The naval ap- 
propriations bill passed in the last session of con- 
gress,.as announced in the Washington dispatches 
of the Times, authorized the construction of eight 
new submarines, including “a fleet submarine of 
not less than twenty knots speed.” The designs 
and specifications for this new engine of war 
have been completed. It will be 300 feet long, 
with a displacement of 1,200 tons, and will be 
able to accompany a battleship fleet wherever it 
goes. There could be no more gratifying merry 
news than this. 

The submarine boat for naval use is e 
an American invention, J. P. Holland's model, 
upon which the first of this sort was built here 
in 1877, was a development of the earlier designa 
of Bushnell and Fulton, but European navies have 
thus far paid more attention to the construct! 
of submarines than our own. We have fifty now, 
while England undoubtedly has more than the 
eighty-five credited to her in the haval statistics | 
of last year, and. France must have been increas- 
ing her fleet of ninety. How many Germany has 
is purely a matter of conjecture, but the work of 
destruction thus far accomplished by her sub- 
marines constitutes one of the many marvels of 
this war.

But plants and 
animals, too, depend upon the soil for every 
trace of the nitrogen they contain, and the soll 
in its turn has won it from the reluctant air, 
through the slow accumulations of the washing 
rain, from the lightnings of a million storms, or 
through slow transformations by billions of 
nitrifying organisms, through what. so far as 
we are concerned, is infinite time. Not only 80, 
but the valuable nitrogen-containing substances 
we employ in Sur civilization are in the same 
parlous position of depending upon the soll. 
Every cannon-shot disperses in an instant the 
fixed nitrogen which it required millions of 
microbes centuries to accumulate. We filch this 
nitrogen from the soil immensely faster than 
it is restored by natural processes, and the land 
grows sick and barren and refuses to grow our 
crops.”

RINCE JEAN SAPIEHA of the 
great Polish house of that name lp 
do well known here in America, 
where he spent the greater part of 
the last two years, that the news, 
cabled from London of his engagement to 
the widowed Countess of Amherst has ex- 
cited some little interest. 

He sailed from here at the time of the 
outbreak of the war, and while en route 
to Vienna was arrested in London and 
detained there as a prisoner of war in 
consequence of his being a chamberlain 
of the Emperor of Austria and an officer 
on the reserve list of Austrian cavairy. 
Liberated on parole, he was invited, 
with his widowed sister, Helen Countess 
Stadnicki, to stay with Alice Countess of 
Amherst at Plasamherst, near Harlech, 
her place in north Wales, she becoming 
responsible to the authorities for his cus- 
tody. 

Prince Jean Sapleha has found his 
captivity there so agreeable that he is 
now about to wed his custodian and will 
doubtiess make his home toa great extent 
in England for the future. 

The Sapleha estates are situated in 
Galicia (the young nobleman’s younger 
brother, Adam, is the prince archbishop 
of Cracow and metropolitan of Austrien 
Poland) and heave been devastated in con- 
nection with the Russian invasion and its 
resistance by the Austrian and German 
armies. 


~~ 
Prince Jean's father, the late Prince 
Adam, was one ot the leaders of the Polish 
rebellion against Russia in 1863, was cap- 
tured, and while in prison at Warsaw 
awaiting trial and probable execution 
managed to effect his escape under mos 
romantic circumstances and to reach

trian house of lords. Emperor Francis 
Joseph conferred upon him the Order of 
the Golden Fleece and the dignity of a 
privy councilor.

The old prince lost a considerable por- 
tion of his big fortune a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago through the collapse of the 80 
called Credit bank of Galicia at Cracow, 
of which he had been induced to undertake 
the presidency on the pretext that it was a 
philanthropic enterprise destined to help 
the peasantry. 

When it came to grief through no fault 
of his own he insisted on sacrificing sev- 
eral millions of doMars of his own money 
in order to pay in full all the depositors, 
mostly people of the humbler classes, 
rather than have them suffer any loss 
through having confided in his name.

Asserts Regular Panel Could 
Not Investigate 16,000 
Cases of Fraud. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne will go before 
Judge Kersten, chief justice of the Crim- 
inal court, this morning dnd ask that a 
special grand jury be impaneled to inves- 
tigate the violations of the tax laws by 
which the county is said to have been 
robbed of nearly $80,000,000 in the last 
four years. 

The judges of the Circuit and Superior 
courts, who were to meet in joint session 
yesterday to discuss the request of the 
prosecutor, failed to do so when It was 
found many of them could not be present. 


Here’s Hoyne Statement. 

Mr. Hoyne’s statement regarding his 
intended request of Judge Kersten fol- 
lows: 

“ An intimation has reached me that the 
judges are opposed to appointing a spe- 
clal grand jury. 

“They seem to think we should take 
our cases one by one before Judge Owens 
or some other judge. 

My view is that a special grand jury 
is a necessity, and I will go before Judge 
Kersten tomorrow and make application 
for it, no matter what happens in the 
Meantime. They seem to think that I 
should go before the regular grand jury. 
Why, with the mass of stuff we have | 
collected there is no regular grand jury 
that could possibly hear our evidence. 1 
see no reason for demanding further pre- 
liminary hearing. 


16,000 Cases on Hand. 

“I believe that a full and proper inves- 
tigation will put an end to the fraud sys- 
tem that has cost the county millions of 
dollars.

HOLD U. S. IS UNFAIR TO 
PUBLIC LANDS STATES. 


Western Governors at Conference 
Decry Washington’s Interference 
in Development Projects. 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 11.—-Western gov- 
ernors before the governors’ conference 
today denounced what they called unfair 
treatment of public land states by the 
federal government. 

Elias A. Ammons of Colorado, Joseph 
H. Carey of Wyoming, and A. C. Eberhart 
of Minnesota seconded the plea of Wil- 
liam Spry of Utah that the western states 
be allowed to develop their resources 
without interference from Washington. 

Gov. Ammons charged that the federal 
reclamation service under the last three 
presidents had disobeyed the orders of 
the nation’s chief executive in refusing 
to allow Colorado to use public lands for 
building a reservoir. 

Gov. Carey condemned the govern- 
ment's policy of withdrawing coal and 
mineral lands because such action tended 
to retard development many years. He 
said that federal attempts to improve 
such lands were wasteful. 

Gov. Eberhart of Minnesota cited the 
success of states in coping with public 
utilities as an earnest of their ability to 
regulate the development of their own 
resources. 

Gov. S. V. Stewart of Montana said that 
his belief was that the quicker public 
lands passed under public ownership, the 
sooner the country would find its full de- 
velopment. Gov. E. F. Dunne of Illinois 
arrived tonight to attend the conference.

Placed No Blame 
I did not place the blame for the dis- 
position of the ‘John Jones case upon 
Prosecutor Walter A. Rooney.

A resolution, favor- 
ing the Shafroth amendment, was paseed 
following the passage of one indorsing the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment.

At the start, Edward F. Dunne Jr.. 
son of Gov. Dunne, was the attorney for 
the company. Then Richard 8. Folsom 
of Senator J. Hamilton Lewis’ firm came 
into the case. Attorney Hayes argued to 
the commission that there exists in Chi- 
cago a necessity fora bus line. He seems 
to have convinced the commission. 


Public Data on Company. 

The Chicago Automobile Transporta- 
tion company is incorporated in Illinois 
for $5,000. The directors are Samuel E. 
Lyon, James H. Knight, and William H. 
Jacobs. The records at Springfield show 
Lyon owns §2,500 of the stock, Knight 
2,400, and Jacobs $100. Lyon is presi- 
dent.

FEDERAL QUIZ IS SUGGESTED. 


(BY A @TAST CORRESPONDENT.) 
Niles, Mich, Nov. 11.—{Spectal.}—The 
foot and mouth disease epidemic among 
cattle broke out near Niles in August. 
A blunder in diagnosis of the disease made 
by the government’s burest of enimal 
industry at Washington, following tardy 
action om the part of the state veterinarian 
of Michigan, was responsibie for the 
epreading of the disease over fourteen 
states since Oct. 17. 

These are asserted to be the fuctutn the 
case by Dr. W. L. Graham, a Niles 
veterinary, who produces documentary 
evidence in the form of à letter from the 
state veterinarian of Michigan reporting 
the wrong diagnosis made at Washing- 
ton. He declares that to his knowledge 
shipments of cattle were made to the 
Chicago stockyards and to eastern mar- 
kets from the infected district around 
Niles for fully a month and à half before 
the epidemic officicofly was announced 
and the first quarantine established by the 
federal or state authorities. 


Is Active. 

Following on the heels of Dr. Graham's 
disclosures, shippers and buyers of cattle 
around Niles are asking the question: 
Were the federal inspectors at Chicago on 
the job or did they pass infected cattle by 
an “ eye winker inspection? Congress- 
man B. L. Hamilton of the Niles district 
announced that he probably would de- 
mand a federal investigation into the 
methods employed by the bureau of ani- 
mal induetrry. 

“On Aug. 23,” said Dr. Graham, 1 
was called to the farm of Williem L. 
Hoadley, two miles west of Niles, to look 
at some cows which the owner said were 
off their feed. The animals showed symp- 
toms I could not diagnose to niy satis- 
faction. I immediately notified Dr. George 
W. Dunphy, state veterinarian. 

“In September ten days later Dr. Dun- 
phy came to Niles and looked at the 
Hoadley cattle. Three days later Dr. 
Haliman, state pathologist, came and 


took samples of virus from the infected — 


animals. These were sent to Washington 
to the bureau of animal industry for ex- 
amination. 


Shows Official Letter. 

“On Sept. 18 1 received the following 
letter from Dt. Dunphy: ‘I have a re 
port from Washington that the sickness 
among cattle at Niles is not foot and 
mouth disease, but mycotic stomatitis 
which will yield to treatment. I would 
advise the use of creso dip freely for 
swabbing the mouth. The dilution of 
about one to one hundred, and one to fifty 
for use on the feet.’ 

“After repeated messages that the 
disease was spreading everywhere the 
bureau of’ animal industry suddenly 
thought the case was worth looking into. 
On Oct. 10 Dr. Adolph Bichorn of the 
bureau at Washington came to Niles. 
He is a recognized authority on foot end 
mouth disease. He did not hesitate to 
diagnose the case as foot and mouth dis- 
ease after his firet inspection. That night, 
Oct. 10, rush orders were sent by wire toa 
half dozen of the leading experts of the 
bureau of animal industry te come to 
Niles at once to take care of the infec- 
tion, which by thet time had spread 
through counties in Michigan and 
two in northern Indiana.” 

Dr. Graham said that to his knowledge 
shipments of cattle and hogs had been 
made to the Chicago stock yards and east- 
ern markets from the dur- 
ing the mouth and a half between the date 
he first discovered the disease among the 


counties in Indiana.

Player and Salary Limits Re- 
duced at Economy Ses-

West Side Place for Team.

P. Taft of the grounds on which the Cub 
plant is located. This ground is leased 
to the baseball team for a period of 
cighty-eight years at a good price, and 
I know that C. W. Murphy will not con- 
sent to terminating his half of that lease, 
although Mrs. Taft is willing to accept a 
settlement of her half of the consideration 
named by the lease.” 

When reached by telephone last night 
former President Murphy made the pre- 
viously indicated statement that he was 
out of baseball and did not care to discuss 
the matter. He would only admit that the 
baseball club’s lease of the west side 
grounds was for an extended period, but 
would not state the rental figure or his 
own position in the matter of canceling 


said lease. 


Arranges for Conference. 

Whether or not Messrs. Herrmann and 
Weeghman are aware of the foregoing 
lication and are prepared to tackle it 
at tears conference could not be ascertained 
last night. Herrmann wired from Omaha, 
making an appointment with the local Federal 
leaguer for high noon at the Congress hotel. 
At this conference it is expected George Waid 
of Brooklyn, a Federal league owner, and 
Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati, nominal owner 
of the Cubs, will be on hand. 

It was expected the deal for the purchase of 
the Cubs would be completed at ths session 
until the amount of coin, involved became 
known. It may be that all the men who are 
conducting negotiations are not aware of Mur- 
phy's antipathy to substituting Cub-Chifed 
stock for his collateral. Under existing buzsi- 
ness condtions collateral is supposed to be 
considerably more plentiful than cash, espe- 
cially $450,000 bills, with 5 per cent interest 
coupons attached. 

The reason for C. W. Murphy's continued 
and constant interest in the business done by 
the Cubs on the west side this year in spite 
of the announcement that he had sold his in- 
terest in the club now isapparent. The trans- 
action was one in which Murphy accepted 
obligations backed by stock in the club in 
exchange for the said stock. C. W. Murphy, 
therefore, remains a considerable factor to be 
reckoned with in local baseball affairs. 


Taft to Be at Meeting. 


The presence of C. P. Taft of Cincinnati at 
today’s conference may be due to the new 
angle in the deal. He is the only known aan 
connected with baseball at present who can 
say 640,000 without stuttering. 

The local deal is the first step in the settle- 
ment of the unpleasantness between organized 
and disorganized baseball. The next step is 
said to be taking care of the Wards of Krook- 
lyn, and it is understood Robert Ward was 
made a proposition last Monday which was to 
be accepted or refused today. With these two 
angels of the outlaw league satisfied, it was 
expected the rest would be easier. 

President Johnson of the American league, 
who returned yesterday from his flying trip to 
Omaha, declined to talk about the peace d cker 
except to say that he understood it was all 
in the hands of Mr. Herrmann.

The 
chief subject of discussion was one of 
running the baseball business in some 
way to make it pay, and when the meet- 
ing was adjourned the minor magnates 
seemed no closer to a plan thanthey were 
before. The question is to be resumed 
tomorrow. 

The salary limits and player limits 
were cut end siashed ina way that pleased 
the close financier, but most of the small 
league presidents protested vigorously 
that they simply couldn't run their bus 
ness on such a basis, and there was as 
much dissatisfaction as ever. If one at- 
tends a meeting of the minor leagues 
twenty years from now one undoubtedly 
will hear the same old question of salary 
and player limits thrashed out again. 


Reductions Are Proposed. 

The committee on revision of the con- 
stitution presented the matter recom- 
mending that a 20 per cent cut in salaries 
be made. It was proposed with the fol- 
lowing figures: Class AA leagues to a 
limit of $5,000 a month in salaries; class 
A, Southern association, $3,200; Western 
league, $2,800; class B, $2,000; class C, 
$1,200; class D, $1,000. 

The player limit was cut as follows: 
Class AA, from twenty to eighteen; class 
A, from eighteen to fifteen; class B, from 
sixteen to fourteen; class C and D, from | 
fourteen to twelve. The clubs are to be 
reduced to these numbers for a period 
existing from twenty days after the open- 
ing until Aug. 25. The American asso- 
ciation and International league raised 
an immediate howl, declaring that while 
they wiehed to reduce expenses they did 
not want the stipulated amount to be 
made public, as it would be ammunition 
for the Federal league, with which they 
had to compete in some of the cities of 
their circuit. They were excused and 
given the power to regulate their own 
affairs in that respect. 


Accepted by Minor Leagues. 
The class C and D leagues protested in 
such a manner that they were given more 


time on the questfon and expect to determine 
a salary limit and a player limit tomorrow. 
The others accepted the new condition, though 
two of the class B leagues, the Texas league 
and the New York State league, voted against 
it. One or two other revisions of minor im- 
portance was passed, and two or three others 
will be brought up at the morning session to- 
morrow. The most important one will come 
up tomorrow when a resolution offered by 
President Tearney of the Three Eye league will 
be put before the convention. 
Tearney proposes to abolish the board 
of arbitration and cut it from eleven to five 
men. The new board ie to be made up of one 
man from each clase in the minors, and one 
of the five is to be chairman. with permanent 
beadquarters in some centrally located city. 
This man also ig to have a seat on the national 
commission along with Garry Herrmann, Ban 
Johnson, and John K. Tener. Just how that 
seat was to be obtained was not explained by 
the Three Eye league boss, and most of the

The Tale bowl, which can accommodate 
61,000 persons, was tentatively offered as 
a battleground for the proposed post- 
season intersectional football game to 
establish the gridiron championship of the 
United States by EdwardJ. Pheips, chair- 
man of the alumni advieory board of Yale 
university, yesterday. 

Two conditione were imposed by Mr.

ame is to secure funds fer the Beigian 
relief fund. 

Mr. Phelps said he had little doubt the 
first condition would be easily met, pro- 
viding the second was insured. 

Others on Board in Favor, 

“I have no doubt my associates on the 
board will see the matter as I db,” said 
Mr. Phelps. “I have as little doubt the 
university authorities will agree, provid- 
ing the members of the advieory board 
who represent the various Yale alumni 
institutions throughout the country are 
favorable. The university authorities 
frequently discuss matters of importance 
to the graduates with the advisory board, 
and it is infrequent indeed that they 
ignore our desires. The object of the 
board ie to afford the alumni and univer- 
sity a medium of contact, and I believe 
in this instance the authorities will offer 
no objection should our sentiment be for 
the project. 

* Personally, I doubt the advieability 
of playing the game in the stadium un- 
less Yale should be fortunate enough to 
win the eastern championship and there- 
fore be one of the teams elected to play 
for the national title. I do not believe «a 
game between Harvard or Princeton or 
some other eastern team against any 
western eleven would be attractive 
enough to fill the bowl.

J. Rosenbaum bought a lot 
of wheat. On the last break commission 
houses bought and prices rallied. 


Export Demand Enormous. 

The export demand shows no abatement. 
Sales in all posit‘ons the last three days 
are said to have averaged 2.000.000 bu a 
day. Yesterday local sales were 700 000 
bu, mostly for export, and Kansas City 
reported an enormous day's bus ness. 
probably the lergest in the history of the 
trade. In spite of the reports of large 
gales from all the big sh'pping points there

There is no safer 
investment than a good mortgage on a 
productive farm, on a home in a growing 
village or city, or on any piece of city 
property that is increasing in value.
